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What's So Wrong 
In 40-Hour Week? 


We suspect that many Georgians, 
along with us, are growing increasingly 
impatient with the attitude of certain 
prominent officials toward efforts to 
reorganize state government for econ- 
omy and efficiency. 

Continued sniping at and resistance 
to most major recommendations of the 
Governor’s Commission on Reorganiza- 
tion and Economy by these persons is a 
bit puzzling, to say the least. Considering 
the time most of them have been in of- 
fice, resistance to change is not surpris- 
ing but it still is no excuse for obstructing 
a job which needs to be done. 

Latest incident is defiance by State 
Treasurer George Hamilton and State 
Auditor Thrasher of the commission's 
recommendation and the governor’s letter 
directing all agencies to adopt the stand- 
ard 40-hour work week. 

“I’m operating my department as I 
have all along,” said Treasurer Hamil- 
ton. Employes in his department work a 
35-hour week and thus presumably will 
continue to do so. He also casts reflec- 
tions on outside “experts” who he says 
don’t know what they’re doing. Well, look 
what inside “experts” have done every 
time they made a gesture toward reor- 
ganization. 

Auditor Thrasher has a more under- 
standable approach in saying that his 
people work “on a work basis and not on 
an hour basis.” But the governor made it 
clear that he was not prescribing work 
hours except for the minimum 40-hour 
week. After all, some employes in other 
departments work as many as 60 or 70. 

Gov. Vandiver thinks a minimum 40- 
hour week is fair. We suggest to Messrs. 
Hamilton and Thrasher, whom we have 
supported for years, that the people will 
prefer his position to theirs. 

After all, can we expect voters and 
taxpayers—who are working 40 hours 
per week and often more—to consider it 
any real punishment to be turned out all 
at once or to have to wait in a cafeteria 
line? They have heard of staggered hours 
and will be burned to a cinder about 
the “to-hell-with-w h at-t he - governor- 
suggests, I’ll-do-it-my -way” attitude. 

They. will agree wholeheartedly with 
Sen. Carl Sanders, who says he sees noth- 
ing “revolutionary or unusual about a 
40-hour week.” Neither will they find 
anything “revolutionary” about other 
suggestions to save money, even if it 
comes to abolishing the office of State 
‘Treasurer which often has been described 
as serving no useful purpose. 

We hope the governor and the com- 
mission will not permit the work of re- 
organization to be scuttled by officials 

anxious to preserve their own spheres of 
power. We honestly believe the people 
feel about it as we do.

4.—The probability is that Russia al- 
ready has missile-firing submarines, con- 
ventionally powered; which can fire 
atomic weapons from below the surface 
of the seas. The United States is building 
such subs powered by nuclear reactors. 

All these were on one page. One had 
but to look at others to find evidence of 
still more unrest in the world. 

What we are in and what we have 
been in since 1914 is an acceleration of 
change—of revolution—in the world. All 
of it has been greatly speeded up by the 
two world wars and the cold war which 
followed. 


Lets Build the Viaducts 
In Spite of Obstacles. 


Indications that a settlement may be 
in the offing to clear the way for begin- 
ning construction on the Hunter street 
viaduct are indeed welcomed. Why should 
legal proceedings involving so-called 
“air rights” over the structure be per- 
mitted to hold up the city’s future? 

As for the argument over air rights 
themselves, the county’s position is quite 
clear. After all, the rights are valueless 
until the viaduct is built and any inter- 
est the Southern Railroad and the ter- 
minal company may have could be pro- 
tected easily by a simple agreement. 

As we have said before, we find the 
position of the railroad and of the ter- 
minal quite difficult to understand. They 
stand to gain more on an individual basis 
than anyone else involved and are just 
as concerned with Atlanta’s future. 

We cannot understand either the de- 
mand that the city redesign and relocate 
the Techwood viaduct or meet other con- 
ditions which Southern has prescribed. 
Will there be another squabble about 
“air rights” here, too? 

These delays are costing money and 
taking a heavy toll in the city’s progress. 

The city and county should ‘go ahead 
with whatever steps necessary to get the 
‘work started. Litigation over air rights 
and other disputes can be settled later. 
Meanwhile, taxpayers have a right to 
complain good and loud about these rcad- 
blocks and additional costs.

dead. 


The most wonderful thing about 
the mind is its capacity to com- 
municate, to receive ideas and to 
offer them. The closet mind soon 
becomes stagnant. 

Quite opposite to the closet mind 
is the horizon mind. By this I 
mean a mind that is far-reaching 
and adventuresome in its activity. 
The horizon mind seeks experi- 
ences, associations and _ ideas. 
The horizon mind stretches itself 
out by enlarging its thoughts. 
There is nothing narrow or bigot- 
ed about such minds. 


Long before the present century 
Our Lord engaged in a struggle 
for the minds of men. Sometimes 
the words exchanged between Our 
Lord and His opponents became 
heated.

. parent to me that the government 
was going to need tremendous 
amounts of copper — and need it 
badly enough to finance the de- 
velopment of new ore reserves. 
Recalling the White Pine proper- 
ties, I immediately bought Copper 
Range stock at roughly the same 
price it had been two years be- 
fore. To pay for it I sold a utility 
stock which had very little chance 
of increasing substantially under 
war conditions. 


As I expected, the government 
was interested in Copper Range’s 
reserves arid before long gave the 
company a contract which per- 
mitted development of the mine. 
Six months after I bought the 
stock, it was up 500 per cent in 
value, and I sold my holdings. 


That small success story illus- 
trates the theme of this article: 
how to assemble the background 
information with which you will 
temper the arithmetic of yield 
and price-earnings. 


Make no mistake about the im- 
portance of such information. It 
will, for example, tell you when 
a company with a low yield is 
preferable to a company with a 
higher yield — the first company 
is plowing its earnings back into 
activities that promise profits for 
the future, while the second com- 
pany is paying out all its earnings 
in UWividends and failing to ex- 
pand. 


SOURCES OF INFORMATION 


To make your investment pay 
maximum profits you must give 
careful study and analysis to the 
industry or company in which 
you're interested. Learn to cher- 
ish every tidbit of information you 
encounter — after you're sure it’s 
authentic. It doesn’t have to be 
“inside stuff’ to be good; there 
was nothing secret about my in- 
formation on Copper Range. 


Where do we get all the infor- 
mation, all this special knowl- 
edge? It’s really not too difficult. 


First, there are the basic fi- 
nancial newspapers and maga- 
zines. Most of them do a good job 
of watching not only industrial 
and economic trends generally, 
but also the activities of particu- 
lar companies. The New York 
Times and Herald Tribune have 
huge, informative financial sec- 
tions. Although more specialized, 
the Wall Street Journal and New 
« York Journal of Commerce are 
packed with useful information 
for the average investor. In the 
magazine field I recommend Bar-

ron’s, Business Week and For- 
tune. 


If you decide to concentrate 
your time and money in a par- 
ticular industry, there are usual- 
ly several good trade magazines 
which can be consulted in the 
larger libraries and brokerage 
houses. If you're sure of your 
field of interest, a subscription 
would be well worth the money. 
Leading banks — the First Na- 
tional City Bank and Guaranty 
Trust Co. in New York, to name 
two — put out good economic 
newsletters that frequently have 
valuable investment information. 


On most investment decisions 
you probably also will want to 
consult the ‘“‘Bibles” of the broker- 
age businesss — the huge volumes 
put out by Standard & Poor’s and 
by Moody’s. These provide a de- 
tailed statistical picture of the 
past and present of practically 
every major company. Most large 
libraries have copies; your broker 
is sure to have them on file, and 
he will be happy to let you use 
them. 


GOVERNMENT SOURCE 


Still another good source of in- 
formation is the superintendent 
of documents, Government Print- 
ing Office, Washington. Federal 
agencies are constantly putting 
out reports loaded with informa- 
tion of use to investors. Keep 
your eyes open for newspaper 
and magazine stories about gov- 
ernment studies; if there is a 
hint of information in a field in 
which you are interested, write 
to the superintendent of docu- 
ments to ask whether the report 
is available to the public and, if 
so, the price. Most of these stud- 
ies cost $1 or less. 


These federal publications won't 
tell you to buy Company X or 
Company Y. But they frequently 
do cover the outlook for an in- 
dustry or an even broader seg- 
ment of the economy. 


An outstanding example of a 
useful federal publication was 
the report of the President’s Ma- 
terials Policy Commission, better 
known as the Paley Commission. 
I served as a staff economist for 
that commission, which appraised 
the nation’s future demands on 
its natural resources. The report 
painted a picture of a rapidly 
expanding demand for certain 
basic resources. Soon after, I re- 
turned to the brokerage business 
and, recalling the report, I de- 
cided there was going to be an 
astronomical increase in the val- 
ue of certain raw material se- 
curities. 


OF GREAT VALUE 


I wrote a newsletter urging my 
customers to purchase stocks in 
companies handling several of 
those raw materials, particular- 
ly aluminum. One customer, on 
the strength of that advice, bought 
Reynolds Metals in 1952 — a hun- 
dred shares for $5,000. Five years 
later those shares were worth 
$35,000. No inside information 
was involved in my recommenda- 
tion; anyone could have reached 
the same conclusions simply by 
buying the report for $2 from the 
superintendent of documents. The 
document is still a Bible for in- 
vestment analysts, by the way. 


One government document of 
great value to investors is the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission’s “Official Summary of 
Securities Transactions and Hold- 
ings.”” This summary, issued

monthly by the superintendent of 
documents at 15 cents a copy or 
$1.50 for a year’s subscription, 
lists the buying and selling offi- 
cers and directors of leading com- 
panies do in their own compa- 
nies’ stock. 


Buying by a cdémpany’s offi- 
cials can usually be interpreted 
as a sign of management confi- 
dence in the company’s future. 
The evidence is most convincing 
when the stock buying is sub- 
stantial in quantity, continues for 
a long period of time, and is done 
by a sizable number of the com- 
pany’s officers and directors. 


Large-scale selling by officers 
of a company, on the other hand, 
can be taken as a sign of weak- 
ness. 


Companies themselves are 
prime sources of investment in- 
formation. They are required to 
put out detailed financial state- 
ments in connection with any new 
securities issues. Published un- 
der stringent federal and stock 
exchange regulations, these doc- 
uments frequently are more real- 
istic than company publicity. 


Then, too, practically every 
company puts out a comprehen- 
sive annual report, supplemented 
by quarterly or semiannual re- 
ports. They will be glad to send 
you one on request, even if you 
are not a stockholder. These are 
usually handsome brochures in 
which the company proudly dis- 
cusses its current operations and 
plans for the future. They also 
contain financial balance sheets 
and profit and loss statements. 


Back in 1947, General Electric 
was a blue chip stock, just as it 
is today. It had its characteristic 
financial strength, prominence, 


record of progress in the indus- 
try. Yet during the 1947-56 dec- 
ade the company’s sales in- 
creased from $1,400,000,000 to four 
billion dollars, net earnings in- 
creased by a little over 100 per 
cent, and dividends over 400 per 
cent. The stock rose over 600 per 
cent. 


STRONG CONTRAST 


The reader of the 1947 GE an- 
nual report would have received 
a clue that this upsurge lay 
ahead. He would have learned 
that the company had almost 
completed a costly plant expan- 
sion and modernization program 
begun in 1940. He would have 
learned that the management 
“looks forward to the future 
with confidence . . . and 
that GE will continue to lead the 
way in supplying progressively 
better electrical services, what- 
ever the requirements may be.” 


By contrast, the reader of the 
GE 1956 report encountered cer- 
tain caution signs. For example, 
while the report still predicted 
that “the electrical manufactur- 
ing industry is expected to grow 
more than twice as fast as the 
rest of the national economy,” it 
also stated that GE’s manage- 
ment was convinced that future 
markets would go increasingly to 
companies which plan ahead to 
meet customer needs and which 
make daring investments in man- 
power, research, new facilities. 


“Such investments are a risk, 
a major risk,” the report stated. 
“But not to make the investment 
would be an even greater risk.” 
The same report noted that while 
GE’s earnings in 1956 were slight- 
ly above those for any previous 
year they did not rise as fast as 


net sales. In short, the investor | 


looking at the company in 1956 
would have good reason to won- 
der whether the company’s profit 
outlook was quite as rosy as in 
1947. 


There is one very direct way 
to get information, and that is to 
go to stockholders’ meetings. 


The elaborate meetings staged 
by the major companies usually 
provide little more than a good 
luncheon and a batch of standard 
information which you could éas- 
ily read in the newspapers the 
next day. But you may find it 
worth your while to go to the 


panies. Sometimes you'll be the 
only outsider there and the di- 
rectors may reward your inter- 
est with a frank explanation of 
their problems, hidden assets and 
plans for the future. The Copper 
Range meeting was such a one. 


DENVER BOOM AREA 


I remember particularly a trip 
I took in 1952 to Denver. One of 
the reasons I went there was a 
feeling that this was a neglected 
part of the country, very attrac- 
tive and ripe for expansion.

Your own broker may issue 
one, and you will frequently find 
special reports by the big bro- 
kerage houses offered free in fi- 
nancial page advertisements.

| Who really profited 


in steel this year? 


Steelworkers’ increased pay outstripped 
owners’ dividend increase by 8&6 to 1 


if is no surprise to anyone that the nation’s steel com- 
panies earned larger profits in the frenzied first half of 
this year than in the first half of the recession-ridden 
year of 1958. After all, under pressure of strike fears, 
customers bought a lot more steel — nearly 3’ billion 
dollars worth more. 

But would it surprise you to learn that for every dollar 
of increased dividends received by the owners of the 
steel companies this year, the steelworkers received $86 
in increased wages and benefits? 

Well, that is the fact! 

Out of the increased profits the owners of steel 
companies received $7 million more in dividends 
this year than they did in the first half of last 
year. 

The steelworkers, however, received $603 mil- 
lion more in wages and benefits. 

And that increase, in any man’s arithmetic, is 86 to 
one in favor of the steelworkers. But it still isn’t enough 
for the Union leaders. They want more and more — 
and more. When they describe steel profits as “fantas- 
tic,’ what word is then left to describe the gains of the 
steelworkers? 

Let’s Look at the Facts 


The steel companies have no complaint whatever to 
make about the greatly increased prosperity of the steel- 
workers. But they do protest vigorously when Union 
leaders—concealing the fabulous gains of their members 
—seek to distort, magnify and misrepresent the profit 
picture in a brazen effort to foist another disastrous 
round of wage inflation upon the American people: 

We think the time has come, therefore, to look at the 
sober facts about payrolls and profits, and to put them 
in perspective: 


One Million Owners Got $268 
Million Total Dividends 


The steel companies are owned by more than one mil- 
lion stockholders whose invested savings have provided 
the tools, the plants, and other capital facilities needed 
to make steel. As payment for the use of these facilities, 
which cost in excess of $16 billion, the stockholders re- 
ceived $268 million in dividends during the first six 
months of this year. 

607,000 Employees Got 
$2,251,000,000 in Payrolls 

In this same period, the steel companies employed 
an average of 607,000 men and women who provided 
the brains, energy, skill and judgment necessary to pro- 
duce and market the steel. For their services, they re- 
ceived a total of $2,251 million in wages and salaries — 
more than eight times as much as the owners received. 

Steélworkers’ Average Earnings 
Jumped $29.38 a Week 

More than 75 percent of the total payroll went to 
491,000 hourly-paid workers, whose average weekly 
earnings have risen steadily, in every quarterly period, 
since the beginning of 1958. In these eighteen months 


alone the steelworkers’ earnings jumped from $105.64 
a week to $135.02 — a gain of $29.38 a week. 


Companies Sold $9\% Billion Worth of Steel 


You have been told that the steel companies made 
record dollar profits in the first half of this year; and 


Nobody profits 


that is true. What you were not told is that production 
and sales — and payrolls, taxes and other costs — also 
established new record highs. 

During this period the companies sold $9% billion 
worth of steel. And after covering their payrolls, taxes 
and other costs—all record highs—they showed a profit 
of $783 million, less than 8% cents on each dollar of sales. 

Let’s see what happened to this profit. 


One-Third Was ‘“‘Phantom Profit.” 


Roughly one-third of the profit was “phantom pro- 
fit” which had to be used to cover the inflated cost of 
replacing worn-out tools and facilities. This. gne-third 
provided nothing for the owners—nothing for expansion. 
It had to be used just to stand still. 

Otherwise the steel industry would die a little each 
year as its plants wore out. And so would the jobs of 
its over 600,000 employees and the invested savings of 
its more than one million shareowners. 


One-Third Was Reinvested 


Another third or so of the profit went to meet the con- 
tinuing need for improved or enlarged plants and equip- 
ment, necessary working capital, new sources of raw 
materials, new research facilities, and to improve produc- 
tive efficiency generally. 

This was the “re-invested profit’? that provides for 
America’s industrial growth, sustains job security, and 
steadily raises the standard of living of the American 
people. 

One-Third Went to the Owners 

What was left of the profit—$268 million—went to the 
owners of the steel companies in the form of dividends. 
This was the only payment they received from their 
companies for the use of all the tools that their savings 
have provided; and it represented an annual return of 
about 3 percent on the present market value of their 
investment. 

That is about the same return you get on your savings 
account at the bank—less than on a Government Bond. 

Not exactly “fantastic” is it? ... Especially since the 
companies —in order to attract the new savings they 
must have—must compete in the financial market place 
against all other security issues. 


Remember This All-Important Fact 


This, then, is the simple, sober truth about steel profits 
and payrolls in 1959; and from it you may draw your 
own conclusions. But there is one all-important fact that 
should never be lost in the smokescreen of confusion 
that the Union leaders have sought to create around 
profits. And that fact is this: 

Any increase in steel wage costs at this time 
will give another dangerous twist to the upward 
spiral of inflation. 


This is because steelworkers are already leading the 
wage parade, and a further increase now will force other 
unions in every branch of industry and trade to redouble 
their efforts to “catch up.” Thus wages and production 
costs will rise on all sides; and so will the cost of almost 
everything you buy. -

We can train 
ourselves to be in bed for eight 
hours and rest even if we can't 
sleep the full quota. It may not 
be possible to get the purest air 
because we can’t always live in 
the parts of the country where 
pure air is a commodity without 
price. But whenever that is pos- 
sible we can make the most of it. 


'too easy to slip into habits wh 

are as remote from self-discipline 
as black is from white. There are 
many stringent health reasons for 
avoiding excesses of smoking and 
drinking but in the social world 
of today, in spite of all warnings, 
it sometimes takes fortitude and 
self-disciplne to make those rea- 


|sons seem reasonable. 


Finally, it is so easy to slip into 
what might be called desuetude, 
in the sense of disuse of our mus- 
cular system. Man needs exercise 
as long as he can take it, but 
sometimes he has to discipline 
himself into taking it. 


None of us really questions the 
need of self-discipline in the world 
of today when those who are dis- 
ciplined (not always self-imposed) 
are in friendly or not so friendly 
competition with us. So here’s to 
a dose of discipline every. day of 
every year, from that imposed in 
childhood by parents to that im-

New Car Buying 


Doubles in State 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Georgians bought nearly twice as many new cars 
in June as in the same month a year ago. 


And in so doing, they pulled the state’s percentage increase in 
new car sales to within a respectable margin of the national rate 
of gain for the first time this year. 


The latest figures, compiled by R. L. Polk 
& Co. and published by Automotive News, show: 


For June, new car registrations in Georgia 
totaled 13,914 this year compared with 6,966 last 
year—an increase of 99.7 per cent as against 
the national gain of 42.3 per cent. 


For the first six months, 57,802 new cars 
registered in Georgia this year compared with 
47,587 last year—a gain of 10,215, or 21.5 per cent, 
as compared with the nationwide upturn of 30 
per cent. 


By way of contrast, new car sales at the end 
of the first five months were up 27.4 per cent 
nationally, but only 8 per cent in Georgia. 


And though June sales here nearly doubled the year-ago level, 
they numbered 760 fewer than in May. 


Significantly, however, new car business in the state remained 
at an extremely high level for the second straight month, and only 
one make failed to better its June 1958 sales performance in June 
1959. 


Making the best comebacks in June were Chevrolet, Dodge, 
Chrysler and Cadillac, all of which topped year-ago levels at the 
end of the first half after trailing at the end of May. 


But continuing as the best over-all performers in terms of sales 
gains over last year were Rambler, Studebaker, Pontiac, .Ford, 
Edsel and the imports. 


Rambler and Studebaker sales in the first six months were 
more than double their year-ago levels. 


And in June, as compared with the same 1958 month, sales were 
five times better for Studebaker, three times better for Edsel, 
nearly three times better for Rambler and Pontiac, and more than 
twice as good for Ford, Dodge and imports. 


Here are Georgia’s new passenger car registration figures for 
the first six months of this year and last, showing each make’s 
increase or (in parentheses) decrease:

A quick glance at these figures, with an additional comparison 
with the first half of 1957, illustrates why the Big Three are rush- 
ing into production the smaller cars they dismissed as inconse- 
quential to the auto market two years ago. 


In the first half of 1957, only 2.7 per cent of the 62,282 new 
cars sold in Georgia were of foreign make and Rambler size; 97.3 
per cent were standard-size American makes. 


But in the first half of 1958, Ramblers and imports snared 9.9 
per» cent of a recession-shrunk market, leaving the big cars with 
only 90.1 per cent. 


This year’s improved market brought a further rise to 16 per 
cent in the share won by Ramblers, Larks and imports—more than 
4.5 per cent Ramblers and Larks, nearly 10.5 per cent imports— 
leaving the bigger cars only 84 per cent. 


So you'll soon be seeing Chrysler’s Valiant, Ford's 
General Motors’ Corvair. 


But except for the possibility that U.S. manufacturers may 
appeal to patriotic buying motives, these new cars won't offer 
real competition to the foreign-made economy models priced $300 
to $600 lower and offering upwards of 40 miles per gallon com- 


pared to the 25 miles-per-gallon expected of the smaller American 
cars. 


Georgia will be one of the major battlegrounds when the new 
models appear in September and October, for in the first half of 
1959 this state ranked 14th in the nation in foreign car sales, 16th 
in total sales. 


In terms of percentage increase in new car sales over a year 
ago, however, Georgia was among the 16 states lowest on the 
totem pole; 33 states showed bigger gains. 


Half of the nation’s 3,080,881 new car sales in the first half of 
1959 were made in eight states—California, New York, Illinois, 
Michigan, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Texas and New Jersey. All but 
New York and Texas outgained Georgia. 


Michigan, the nation’s automotive hub, topped all others with 
a gain of more than 65 per cent. 


Next came the Carolinas, with new car sales increases of over 
50 per cent each. Elsewhere in the Southeast, sales were up more 
than 35 per cent in Tennessee, more than 30 per cent in Alabama, 
Florida, Kentucky and Virginia, and between 15 and 20 per cent 
in Louisiana and Mississippi. 

The remainder of 1959 should prove even more interesting for 
the automotive business, which now seems well on its way to 


beating the 6,000,000 mark in domestic sales for the first time 
since 1955.
